A FORMER Land Army 
girl from Bridgend has 
been recognised for her 
valuable contribution to 
Britain’s war effort. 

Joyce Collins, aged 82, former¬ 
ly from Ogmore-by-Sea but now 
living in Bridgend, was just 15 
when she joined up. 

She was set to work doing tasks 
such as baling hay and straw, dig¬ 
ging up potatoes and snow clear¬ 
ing in and around the farms and 
fields of the Vale of Glamorgan. 

She even found herself chasing 
rats around the barn and ‘dispos¬ 
ing’ of them with a pitch fork. 

Now, more than 60 years on, 
she has received a certificate and a 
medal from Defra, the Department 
for Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs, to mark her efforts. 

Her three daughters then con¬ 
tacted Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) and the authority 


arranged for the Mayor of 
Bridgend County Borough, Coun 
Jeff Tildesley, to formally present 
the medal to Mrs Collins. 

Mrs Collins said: “It actually 
was a wonderful life, and I really 
enjoyed that time. My mother 
wasn’t so pleased though. 

“One day a local farmer gave us 
all a sack of potatoes as a thank 
you for the work we had done for 
him. 

“When my mother saw me 
arriving home at the gate she said: 
‘I never thought I’d see a daughter 
of mine walking up the road carry¬ 
ing a sack of potatoes’. 

“Of course girls were very 
much girls until then and the sight 
of us doing manual work was 
sometimes distressing to our 
mothers. But we all loved it and 
it’s nice to receive this medal, 
recognising the contribution we 
made.” 

Mayor Tildesley added: “It’s a 


pleasure to meet this wonderful 
lady who, like so many others, did 
work that meant the men could go 
away and fight to give us our free¬ 
dom. 

“This medal is thoroughly 
deserved.” 

As well as sharing her memo¬ 
ries with the Mayor, Mrs Collins 
also brought in some other 
reminders of her Land Army days 
- photographs and her Land Army 
breeches, still in excellent condi¬ 
tion and complete with their 24 
inch waist label! 

One of Mrs Collins’ three 
daughters, Jayne Thomas, said she 
was delighted her mum’s contri¬ 
bution has been recognised. 

She added: “I’d like to thank 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council for arranging this lovely 
afternoon for our mother, and the 
Mayor for making this presenta¬ 
tion, which means so much to all 
of us.”

LEAKED PAPER RAISES ALARM 

Maesteg swimming 
pool - could it go 
down the plughole?

THE FUTURE of 
Maesteg swimming 
pool is under 
threat. 

A confidential brief¬ 
ing paper sent to cabinet 
members at Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) and 
leaked to other members 
was discussed at a spe¬ 
cial meeting of Maesteg 
Town Council on 
Tuesday. 

This paper sets out a 
number of options for 
the pool, including 
repairing and refurbish¬ 
ing the existing pool at a 
cost of £1.2m; demolish¬ 
ing it and rebuilding on 
the site, which would 
cost £2.7m, or moving it 
to a different site, which 
would cost £2.8m. 

The meeting heard 
that the pool, which is 
located in the centre of 
town surrounded by resi¬ 
dential streets, was built 
in the 1930s as an open 
air pool, but it was cov¬ 
ered in the 1960s by the 
old Maesteg UDC. It 
also underwent major 
refurbishment in 1990. 

The pool is used by 
more than 124,000 peo¬ 
ple a year, not counting 
those who have a Bridge 
Card. The pool had a 
£220,000 subsidy in 
2008-09, which officers 
say is larger than other 
pools because it is not 
energy efficient. 

A condition survey of 
the pool, carried out last 
November, identified a 
series of defects and 
work that needed to be 
done. These include: 

• Work costing 
£374,000 needed on 
mechanical issues over 
the next five years, with 
£100,000 needed urgent¬ 
ly- 

The report says: “The 
whole of the pool plant 
is in poor repair and 
needs complete renew¬ 
al.” 

• A further £300,000 
is needed on the electri¬ 
cal equipment, with 
£200,000 needed to be 
spent within two years. 

The basic option pre¬ 
sented in the briefing 
paper says that just car¬ 
rying out essential 
repairs - but not any 
improvements - would 
cost £1.2m. Making the 
pool more energy effi¬ 
cient would cost an extra 


£300,000. 

The report says that 
failures of the filtration 
system at the pool had 
led to a greater risk of 
water contamination and 
a number of closures 
this year already. 

The report warned 
that a situation may arise 
where there was profes¬ 
sional advice to close 
the pool on health and 
safety grounds. 

The filtration system 
appears to be rapidly 
deteriorating and would 
cost £130,000 to replace. 

The report says that 
there is no money avail¬ 
able to carry out any of 
the options to either 
refurbish or replace the 
pool. Technical officers 
have said that it is not 
feasible to carry out ‘ad 
hoc’ repairs to individual 
pieces of equipment as 
they break down. 

There was a full dis¬ 
cussion at the meeting of 
all the options, but 
members were united in 
the view that Maesteg 
must continue to have a 
pool - either the existing 
one or a new one. 

Coun Phil Jenkins 
said that the town coun¬ 
cil should lead the fight. 
He said: “In my view, 
we should look for a 
new site. 

“There are parking 
problems with the exist¬ 
ing site. We have 
Llwyderw School 
becoming vacant, and 
there are other sites - 
including the new 
school.” 

He said that the risk 
was that the pool would 
close itself. 

“The council is saying 
that it has no plans to 
close it but unless action 
is taken, it will close 
itself. If the filtration 
plant fails to meet health 
and safety standards, 
that will be it. There is 
no money available to 
do anything.” 

The meeting heard 
that the pool is used by 
all the local schools and 
it would not be feasible 
to bus them down to the 
new pool at Ynysawdre 
- assuming there were 
available slots for them 
to use. 

Other members also 
pointed out that if the 


pool closed, people 
without cars would have 
difficulty getting to 
Ynysawdre, because it is 
not on a direct bus route 
from Maesteg. 

One member of the 
public at the meeting 
was Maureen Edwards 
of Commercial Street, 
who uses the pool 
almost every day. 

She said: “I would be 
in a wheelchair now if it 
was not for that pool. 

“I was advised by 
doctors to swim to stop 
my back from seizing up 
and I try to go every 
day. 

“There are many 
other people there for 
health reasons. The gov¬ 
ernment wants us all to 
stay fit and healthy, and 


swimming is a fantastic 
way to keep your mobil¬ 
ity. It’s also good for 
children to get away 
from the TV and do 
something physical.” 

Mrs Edwards said she 
would be at the forefront 
of any fight to keep a 
pool in Maesteg. 

“We must keep our 
pool and I believe that if 
they do replace it, it 
should be in situ. The 
site at Alfred Street is 
very accessible to every¬ 
one and people can walk 
there. If it was up on the 
mountain by the school, 
lots of people would not 
be able to get to it. 

“This pool was put 
there by our fathers and 
grandfathers, and we as 
a town have managed to 
keep it during depres¬ 
sion and war.”

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WHY WE SHOULD HOLD THE LINE 
IN AN UNPOPULAR FOREIGN WAR 


M Y last 

GEM arti- 
cle was 

about the working 
of select commit¬ 
tees, in particular 
the Defence Select 
Committee. 

I pointed out that 
select committees could, 
and indeed do, sit while 
the House of Commons 
is in recess. 

The Defence Select 
Committee was in 
Washington from 
October 4-8 for a variety 
of meetings in the 
Senate, House of 
Representatives, and the 
Pentagon. The visit was 
highly informative and 
useful, as Washington 
was awash with debates 
on the Obama adminis¬ 
tration’s new approaches 
to the war in 
Afghanistan. 

The first week back in 
the Commons had 
Afghanistan raised in 
PMQs, in a statement 
from the Prime Minister, 
and in a debate on the 
floor of the House the 
next day on defence 


issues. Anyone who is 
interested can go to my 
website where they can 
read the debate in full. 

This is some of what 
I had to say : “I cannot 
be the only Member who 
hears people asking why 
we are there 
(Afghanistan) and 
whether it is time we 
pulled out. We are there 
to end the safe haven 
provided to al-Qaeda and 
other terrorist organisa¬ 
tions that threaten our 
freedom here in the 
west. 

“The mission has not 
gone smoothly. The 
insurgents cannot defeat 
us militarily, but we can 
defeat ourselves. 
Uncertainty, and a lack 
of clarity, can dishearten 
our people and our 
allies, and embolden our 
foes. 

“Expectations when 
we entered Afghanistan 
were not realistic. We 
expected the coalition 
forces to roll in and blow 
the Taliban away, so that 
they would subsequently 
vanish and the job would 
be done. 

“The terrain in 


Afghanistan is difficult - 
geographically and cul¬ 
turally. It is a unique 
tribal society with a cul¬ 
ture vastly different from 
our own. There are 
numerous variations 
across the country, with 
ethnic, geographic and 
economic circumstances 
varying from one valley 
to the next. 

“Many would say 
that, after 30 years of 
almost constant warfare, 
Afghanistan is a dam¬ 
aged society, in which 
many of the old tribal 
structures and relation¬ 
ships have also been 
damaged. 

“After eight years, we 
have reached a new 
stage in the war in 
Afghanistan - a stage at 
which we need to focus 
on supporting and 
defending the population 
- instead of attacking 
and defeating the enemy. 

“This means engag¬ 
ing, at political and com¬ 
munity level, with the 
needs and priorities of 
the people of 
Afghanistan. That is no 
easy task. 

~ welcome the 


deployment of an addi¬ 
tional 500 troops to 
Helmand, but we need a 
change of tactics. It is 
now time for counter¬ 
insurgency, and time for 
the Afghans to prepare to 
defeat the insurgency. 

“This is no cheap or 
quick solution; it is a 
long, high-cost strategy. 
Let us remember the 
years Britain took to 
develop its civil institu¬ 
tions, its legal system 
and trust in the police 
and criminal justice sys¬ 
tem. People in 
Afghanistan want much 
the same things that peo¬ 
ple want everywhere: 
jobs, financial security, 
economic growth, clean 
water, access to educa¬ 
tion and health, and the 
confidence to live their 
lives knowing that their 
Government is working 
to tackle corruption and 
crime while building 
security and stability. 

“To achieve this, we 
need rapidly to increase 
the size of the Afghan 
security forces. 

“For many who sup¬ 
port the Taliban, the 
main motivator is not

ideology; it is hatred of 
the invader, inter-tribal 
conflict, revenge for mil¬ 
itary mistakes, or pover¬ 
ty and the opportunity to 
be fed and clothed. 

“The insurgents in 
Afghanistan might not 
have the capacity to 
defeat the allies through 
traditional warfare, but 
they can prolong the 
conflict and exhaust our 
public with the cost in 
human lives and money. 

“Our task is to close 
down their safe havens 
in neighbouring coun¬ 
tries and cut down their 
access to international 
information and funds. 
We may not totally 
defeat the insurgents, but 
we can reduce their 
threat to the Government 
of Afghanistan. 

“Following the recent 
elections in Afghanistan, 
there are clear shortfalls 
that will need address¬ 
ing. President Karzai’s 
credibility, and the level 
of corruption in his 
administration, must be 
addressed. 

“Equally, however, we 
must not forget that 
tremendous progress has 


been made in our eight 
years in Afghanistan: 
infrastructure has been 
developed, roads con¬ 
structed, clean water 
provided, health care has 
become accessible and 
millions of girls now 
receive an education, 
boding well for the 
future. 

“People ask me how 
we will know that we 
have succeeded. It is not 
Jeffersonian democracy, 
but a sort of modern-day 
Magna Carta that we 
must leave behind—a 
sovereign Government 
who uphold human 
rights and basic free¬ 
doms, respond to the 
demands of their people, 
impose limits on their 
power over citizens and 
respect an independent 
judiciary. 

“Public support in the 
west will not remain 
indefinitely, and the sup¬ 
port is edging away, day 
by day, at present. 

“The cruel irony is 
that, in order to succeed, 
we need patience, disci¬ 
pline, resolve, time and 
humility.”

I N response to 
your report in 
The GEM 
(October 15) con¬ 
cerning the 
Bridgend Arsenal, I 
have some recollec¬ 
tions. 

Upon my discharge 
from the Welsh Guards 
during the war, after 
serving from 1936,1 
became employed at the 
ROF 53 Bridgend 
Arsenal. I was employed 
as a heavy goods and 
PSV driver, and during 
the period, various 
quantities of ammuni¬ 
tion were transported 
from Bridgend to other 


military establishments 
throughout the country 
during the black-out, 
and without the help of 
signposts at all hours of 
the day and night. 

There were two 
garages in the Arsenal, 
one at the rear of what is 
now the police head¬ 
quarters, which garaged 
light vehicles, and the 
other was at the 
Coychurch end of the 
factory which garaged 
lorries. 

The late Mr Lewis 
Jones, who later opened 
a car spraying factory 
on the site, in his capac¬ 
ity examined me on an 
articulated bus for my 
PSV licence. 


Employees came 
from various points in 
west Wales, and we all 
paid a standard charge 
of three shillings which 
was deducted from 
wages for our transport 
to work. A ticket for the 
following week was 
placed in the wages 
envelopes. 

The housing estate 
where I now live was 
originally the site for 
bungalow-type accom¬ 
modation built by the 
Ministry of Supply for 
Arsenal employees, and 
the rent for these prop¬ 
erties was deducted 
from the inhabitants’ 
wages. 

The lorry drivers 


were called upon at all 
hours to load what was 
produced at the Arsenal, 
and deliver to all parts 
of the country, very 
often delivering to the 
Woolwich Arsenal when 
the doodle bugs and 
rockets were coming 
over London! 

So it is very fitting 
that the dangers experi¬ 
enced by civilians dur¬ 
ing the war is being 
recognised, and the 
phrase “that we were all 
in this together” was 
never more aptly used to 
describe the situation.

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Maesteg Town Council plans 
an allotment for the disabled 


A SPECIAL allotment 
where disabled and visually 
impaired people can grow 
vegetables is to be set up in 
Maesteg. 

A £9,200 grant from Maesteg 
Town Council will completely 
fund Phase 1 of the project, which 
is being promoted by the Bridgend 
and District Visual Impairment 
Society and the Bridgend County 
Allotment Association. 

It will be the first garden of its 
kind in the borough. 

The society approached the 
allotments group, which manages 
10 allotment sites for the county 
borough council, to see if there 
was any suitable land that they 
could use. 

“But with the demand for allot¬ 
ments soaring and waiting lists 
building up, there was nowhere 
we could offer other than a piece 


of very overgrown land at our site 
in Garth,” said secretary Linda 
Williams. 

“It was only because this site 
was so overgrown that it had 
escaped being cultivated in the 
past. It was like a jungle but we 
have now had it cleared.” 

This site, adjoining the Bron 
Fair Allotment site at the top of 
Heol Faen, will now be developed 
into an allotment suitable for peo¬ 
ple with disabilities. It provides 
400 sq metres of ground. 

Linda explained: “Phase One 
includes laying all the paths, put¬ 
ting in 12 raised beds and 
installing a meeting hut where 
people can go if its rains. It will 
also have compost bins and water 
butts plus a patio area.” 

The ARC group in Bridgend 
and Every Link Counts, which 
help people with learning difficul¬ 
ties, are also involved with the 


scheme. 

“This project is not only about 
gardening and growing things but 
is also about the social and thera¬ 
peutic benefits of getting 
involved,” said Linda. “We hope 
to get all the work finished in time 
for the spring. It’s not absolutely 
clear yet how it will work but peo¬ 
ple will probably work together to 
grow things and then will share 
the crops.” 

Phase one covers half the site 
and the group is grateful to the 
town council for paying for it all. 

Linda added: “We did not think 
we would be able to do phase one 
all at once, but we now need more 
money to do phase two, which 
will include a plastic poly tunnel 
and a sensory garden. We are 
looking for another £9,000.”

PROTEST OVER END 
OF MAESTEG’S BUS 
LINK TO SWANSEA 


MAESTEG Town 
Council is organis¬ 
ing a petition 
against the with¬ 
drawal of the direct 
bus from the town 
to Swansea. 

The X3 service was 
withdrawn on September 
29 by First Cymru. 
People wishing to travel 
to Swansea now have to 
catch a bus to Port 
Talbot and then change 
to a Swansea bus. 

Coun Phil Jen ki ns 
said that people were 
taking up to two and a 
half hours to get home 
because of missed con¬ 
nections at Port Talbot. 

“There is only one 
bus an hour to Port 
Talbot and we are call¬ 
ing for that to be 
increased to two,” he 
said.

FOR the first time 
in 30 years, pupils 
at Abercerdin 
Primary School in 
Bridgend county 
borough are enjoy¬ 
ing school dinners 
which have been 
freshly-cooked on 
site, following the 
opening of a new 
kitchen. 

Previously, food was 
made at a neighbouring 
school and shipped 
across to Abercerdin 
Primary in thermo-pro¬ 
tective boxes. 

The new kitchen 
means that the school 
can now provide pupils 
with hot meals which 
have been cooked on the 
premises by a team of 
qualified staff. 

The layout of the new 
kitchen also means that 
the meals can be served 
in the main school hall. 
This is good news for 
pupils, as the old 
arrangement meant that 
they had to form a din¬ 
ner queue outside the 
main school building. 

Funded by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) and the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government’s ‘Appetite 
for Life’ scheme, the 
new kitchen was con¬ 
structed during the 
school summer holidays 


in time for the children 
to return for the autumn 
term. 

Coun Alana Davies, 
the cabinet member for 
children and young peo¬ 
ple said: “While every 
effort has been made to 
provide children at 
Abercerdin Primary with 
high-quality school 
meals in the past, this 
new school kitchen will 
allow meals to be fresh¬ 
ly-made and cooked on 
the premises for the first 
time. 

“It is an important 
step forward for the 
school, one that will 
give children the oppor¬ 
tunity of enjoying a hot, 
meal with an emphasis 
on healthy eating.” 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “Primary school 
meals in Bridgend coun¬ 
ty borough consist of a 
two-course meal and a 
cold drink. Menus are 
run on three-week rota¬ 
tional cycles to ensure 
children have a varied, 
well-balanced diet. 

“The majority of 
ingredients used in 
school meals contain 
reduced saturated fat, 
salt and sugar levels. 

“All food is oven 
baked or steamed, with 
the exception of chips, 
which are served once a 
week”.

MP supports new

“This means that people who sign up to the serv¬ 
ice will know exactly when their local lifesavers 
have been called out. 

“However, unlike the crew members who can be 
summoned at any time, day or night, subscribers to 
the service can decide when they’d like to receive 
alerts, and set a limit on how many messages they 
receive. 

“A portion of the fee will go to the RNLI, so not 
only do the alerts keep local people informed, they 
are also contributing to the real cost of the lifeboat 
launch,” he added..

The college was 
awarded 10 Grade Ones 
and five Grade Twos, 
one of the highest set of 
grades ever awarded to a

England).

Disabled woman claims she 
can’t get ambulance home - 

IT IS EITHER BOTH 
WAYS OR NOT AT ALL! 


A DISABLED 
woman has claimed 
she was refused an 
ambulance to bring 
her home from a 
hospital check up, 
and says she was 
told she could only 
have an ambulance 
both ways - or not 
at all. 

The woman, who 
lives in the Vale, rang to 
book an ambulance to 
bring her home from 
Rookwood Hospital in 
Cardiff, where she was 
due to see her consultant 
and have a scan. Her 
husband was due to 
drive her to the hospital 
but was unable to stay. 

The woman, who 
does not wish to be 
named, was shocked to 
be told that it was not 
ambulance policy to 


arrange a return trip 
only. She would either 
have to book an ambu¬ 
lance for both ways or 
find her own way home! 

This was, ironically, 
after previous treatments 
were missed because the 
ambulance did not arrive 
on time. 

The case has been 
taken up by the 
Conservative parliamen¬ 
tary candidate Alun 
Cairns, who explained: 
“The lady in question 
had already missed two 
appointments for treat¬ 
ment because the ambu¬ 
lances turned up too late 
to take her. 

“She was naturally 
anxious not to miss her 
appointment with the 
consultant, and did not 
want to risk going in by 
ambulance. This was 
partly why she wanted 
her husband take her. 


“I am staggered at 
what she was told and 
will be questioning the 
Welsh Ambulance Trust 
to find out if this policy 
does exist. If so, it is 
high time it was altered. 

“This lady cannot just 
be abandoned at the hos¬ 
pital. She has a right to 
be taken home and it is 
saving the ambulance 
service one leg of the 
trip.” 

Mr Cairns has been in 
touch with the chief 
executive of the 
Ambulance Trust in 
north Wales. 

He said: “We need to 
get to the bottom of this. 

“The Vale already has 
some abysmal response 
times for emergency 
ambulances, and now we 
have this problem with 
the hospital transport 
arrangements. 

“I am keen to find out 


if any other patient has 
been in a similar posi¬ 
tion where they must 
book two journeys rather 
than one. 

“It all seems to be a 
complete waste of 
money to me. I would 
urge anyone who has 
encountered this before 
to contact me with the 
details.” 

The GEM put Mr 
Cairns’ information that 
ambulances had to be 
booked for both ways to 
the Welsh Ambulance 
Service, but it did not 
confirm whether this 
was standard procedure 
or not. 

A spokesman for the 
service responded: “We 
are unable to comment 
on individual cases but if 
the patient or her family 
wish to contact us we 
are happy to discuss it 
directly with them.”

VALE dad Alun 
Williams turned 
daredevil to raise 
funds for the Y 
Bont centre in 
Bridgend which 
helps to care for his 
little daughter Elis. 

Alun, who lives in 
St Athan with his wife 
Vikki, told The GEM: 
“I wanted to support 
the centre because my 
daughter goes there 
and they do great 
work to help families 
who have children 
with disabilities. 

“So far I have been 
able to donate £1,400 
and there is still 
money to come in.” 

Elis was born last 
October with a genet¬ 


ic anomaly called 
CHARGE syndrome 
and is severely handi¬ 
capped. She attends 
the Y Bont Centre 
regularly. 

Alun travelled to an 
airfield in Cirencester 
to do the skydive and 
was fortunate to be 
there on a perfect day. 

“It was beautiful. 
Very clear - you could 
almost see as far as 
the Severn Bridge - 
and the wind was only 
a couple of miles an 
hour. 

“At 12,000 feet, the 
door of the plane 
opened and I began to 
feel nervous. 

“I was hanging out¬ 
side on the harness!” 

Alun was accompa¬ 


nied during the sky¬ 
dive by an instructor. 

“We rocked back 
and forth a couple of 
times and then went 
out. 

“We did a few som¬ 
ersaults - it was the 
biggest rush I’ve ever 
had. Absolutely surre¬ 
al. 

“We were in 
freefall for about 40 
seconds, but it felt 
like a split second. 

“At about 7,000 
feet we opened the 
parachute. 

“The deceleration 
gives you a big jolt. 
You go from 140mph 


to just 40mph. 

“I even got a bit of 
bruising from the 
harness on my shoul¬ 
ders.” 

For Alun’s wife 
Vikki, who was 
watching on the 
ground, it was a relief 
when the ’chute 
opened. 

Alun explained: 
“Vikki was watching 
this black speck in the 
sky in freefall and 
kept wondering when 
the parachute would 
open. It was a bit 
nail-biting for her.” 

As you can see 
from Alun’s pictures 
of the day, he was 
reunited with Vikki 
on terra firma. 

Alun added: “If 


someone is tempted 
to do a skydive for 
charity I’d say do it. 

“It is an experience 
you will never for¬ 
get.”

NEXT month, on November 5, Llansannor 
and Llanharry Church in Wales School 
officially celebrates its 150th anniversary! 

The school’s story started on November 5, 1859, 
when deeds were passed from Alexander Young 
Spearman of Llansannor Court to the Archdeacon of 
Llandaff allowing for a school to be built. 

The stated aim at the time was “for the education 
of the labouring, manufacturing and other poor class¬ 
es of Llansannor, Llanharry and Ystradowen in 
accordance with the principles of the established 
church.” 

It was an example of Wales leaping ahead of many 
other countries across the globe and into the modem 
age - recognising that to get ahead in the world, a 
well-educated population was vital. 

In Victorian days the parents of the children from 
Llansannor would have been agricultural workers, 
and those from Llanharry would have been colliery 
or iron ore workers. 

The children of wealthier families are likely to 
have been educated at home or to have gone to pri¬ 
vate school in Cowbridge. 

In those days, the age range catered for was from 
six years old to 14. 

It would be another 100 years before the first 
known student would pass the entrance exam to 
Cowbridge School and susequently achieve a uni¬ 
versity degree. 

Mr David Francis, a local historian who lives in 
Llanharry, told The GEM: “ In 1959 when the school 
celebrated its 100th anniversary, I was told by the 
rector at the time that I was the first known graduate 
of the school, and I got my degree at Aberystwyth 
University College in the 100th year itself! 

“I was very pleased to read the lesson at the serv¬ 
ice celebrating the 100th anniversary.” 

In the early years, children would walk to school 
in hobnail boots come rain or shine, and go home for 
lunch before returning for afternoon lessons.

Notice is hereby given, under section 70(1) of the Planning (Listed Buildings and Conservation Areas) Act 1990 that The Vale of Glamorgan Council (hereinafter 
referred to as “the Local Planning Authority”) has by a resolution passed on 25th March 2009, made variations to the areas designated as the Aberthin, Boverton, 
Broughton, Colwinston, Dinas Powys, Drape, Llancadle, Llandow, Llangan, Llantrithyd, Michaelston Le Pit, Monknash, Pendoylan, Penmark, Peterston Super 
Ely, Porthkerry, Rhoose, St. Brides Major and St. Georges Conservation Areas as referred to in Schedule 1 to 19 hereto. These areas are considered by the 
Council to be of special architectural or historic interest, the character or appearance of which it is desirable to preserve and enhance. 

The effect of the variations are as follows: 

1. Conservation area consent will now be required for the demolition of all unlisted buildings (other than excepted buildings) in the designated area; 

2. Planning applications for development which would in the opinion of the Local Planning Authority affect the character or appearance of the designated 
area must be given publicity and representations received as a result of the publicity must be taken into account in determining the application; 

3. It becomes an offence subject to certain exceptions to cut down, top, lop, uproot, willfully damage or willfully destroy any tree in the area except with 
the consent of the Local Planning Authority within the designated area; 

4. The Local Planning Authority are now under a duty to formulate and publish proposals for the presentation and enhancement of the designated 
area. 

5. The restrictions above (1 - 4) no longer apply to areas that no longer form part of the designated area.

A YOUNG 
Porthcawl 
writer, Tom 
Anderson, has just 
published his sec¬ 
ond book, Chasing 
Dean , which follows 
his first effort, 
Riding the Magic 
Carpet. 

In music, they talk 
about the ‘difficult sec¬ 
ond album’ syndrome, 
but in Tom’s case, I 
think he has postponed 
that, and therefore we 
will be talking about the 
difficult third effort. 

Why? Well, the first 
book was a mixture of 
two things - good travel 
writing and a successful 
attempt to explain the 
fascination surfing 
exerts on its disciples. 

It was a quest, with 
Tom surfing around the 
world, with it all build¬ 
ing up to tackling the 
ultra-difficult waves that 
batter Jeffreys Bay in 
South Africa each 
autumn. 

Chasing Dean is the 
same mix of travel and 
surfing, but with a dash 
of social conscience 
thrown in. Dean, it turns 
out, is Hurricane Dean, 
which begins life off the 
west coast of Africa and 
travels across the 
Atlantic, before wreak¬ 
ing havoc on Caribbean 
islands and the Mexican 
shoreline. 

The social conscience 
is there because what is 
a disaster for thousands 
of people, is a great day 
for the surfers. A hurri¬ 
cane such as Dean sends 
a massive swell across 
the Atlantic, resulting in 
fantastic waves that lash 
the eastern seaboard of 
the United States, from 
the Carolinas all the way 
up to New York and on 
up to Maine and even 
Nova Scotia. 

There is a fair amount 
of guilt in saying: 

“Great, a hurricane is 
coming” knowing you 
will be hundreds of 
miles away waxing your 
surfboard while other 
people are having their 
homes destroyed. 

Still, if Tom had suc¬ 


cumbed to that guilt, 
there would be no book 
- which incidentally this 
time is described as a 
novel. This is confusing, 
because it reads pretty 
much the same as his 
first. 

The difference appar¬ 
ently, is that Tom’s trav¬ 
elling companion chas¬ 
ing Dean, a Porthcawl 
schoolfriend of Tom’s, 
Marc Rhys, is a “com¬ 
posite figure”. 

I was quite disap¬ 
pointed when Tom told 
me that, because Marc 
was a larger-than-life 
figure that I quite 
warmed to. Mind, I did 
think that a Porthcawl 
surfer who goes on to 
become a world- 
renowned computer 
genius sounded a bit far¬ 
fetched. 

In Chasing Dean, 

Tom continues to write 
about the sensation of 
surfing without making 
it repetitive. He is fond 
of saying that no two 
waves are alike, and he 
keeps the pages that are 
set in the water fresh 
throughout the book - 
despite the fact that the 
jargon is as incompre¬ 
hensible as ever. 

Interspersed with the 
surfing there are several 
vivid pieces of travel 
writing - more focused 
on the people they meet 
rather than places. 

There is an excellent 
passage when Tom and 
Marc spend the evening 
in a bar with some 
young Marines who are 
about to leave on a tour 
of duty in Iraq. 

They find their expec¬ 
tations about gung-ho 
redneck Americans con¬ 
founded in a piece of 
writing that is genuinely 
moving. 

There is a running 
gag because Americans 
continually ask if Wales 
is in England and Marc, 
a Welshman with 
enough chips on his 
shoulders to supply 
Beales for a week, gets 
angrier and angrier. 

At the UN in New 
York, he complains to a 
receptionist that Wales 
should be a member 
state - and is stunned 





when she responds with 
a detailed explanation of 
why Wales does not 
qualify, whereas Western 
Sahara does! 

The weakest bit in the 
book is in the jazz quar¬ 
ter of New Orleans, 
where Tom’s editor 
should have sent him 
back to come with 
something better than 
“The music of New 
Orleans is truly its heart¬ 
beat”. 

The New Orleans 
passages looking at the 
ravages of Hurricane 
Katrina, in contrast, 
were much more person¬ 
al and much stronger. 

Chasing Dean is a 
hard book to place. It 
will, says Tom, be found 
in the travel section of 
bookshops, but the 
cover, which emphasises 
the surfing aspect, could 
put off some readers. 

It would be a pity if 
some are, because there 
is a great deal that is 
fresh in this book, and 
you come away with a 
greater understanding of 
the US eastern seaboard. 

It is also a book about 
growing up. As they 
head north looking for 
the best waves, Tom and 
Marc both know they 
are getting older. They 
know the ‘real world’ is 
looming and that deci¬ 
sions have to be made. 

Surfing might ‘just’ 
be a sport - but this is a 
grown-up book from a 
maturing author.

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Vaughn’s couples comedy just 
manages to raise a few laughs 


S INCE witness¬ 
ing his career 
being reborn 
after his acceptance 
of membership into 
the Will Ferrell-led 
comedy ‘Frat 
Pack’, Vince 
Vaughn’s recent 
career trajectory 
has been somewhat 
of a slow descent. 

After the success of 
Old School and 
Dodgeball, and various 
cameo roles, the likes of 
The Break-Up (poor 
rom-com), Fred Claus 
(made you wish there 
was no such thing as 
Christmas) and Four 
Christmases (ditto) have 
all seen diminishing 
returns for the actor. 

His latest film, how¬ 
ever, sees him not only 
team up with comedy 
actors with whom he has 
previously excelled, but 
he has also co-written 
the film, which is enti¬ 
tled Couples Retreat. 

Three couples 
(Vaughn and Malin 
Akerman, Jon Favreau 
and Kristin Davies, and 


Faizon Love and Kali 
Hawk) are coerced into 
attending a couples 
retreat when their 
friends (played by Jason 
Bateman and Kristen 
Bell) announce they are 
contemplating a divorce. 

However, their 
dreams of an idyll are 
shattered when all of the 
couples find their rela¬ 
tionships are under the 
microscope, not just the 
one in trouble... 

The premise for 
Couples Retreat is a 
sound one, with a bunch 
of skilled comedic per¬ 
formers who should be 
able to take the premise 
and run with it, creating 
a laugh-filled film. 

While the end product 
doesn’t quite succeed, it 
is however easy, unde¬ 
manding viewing that 
will raise the odd laugh, 
but without lasting over¬ 
ly long in the memory. 

Given that Vaughn 
co-wrote the script with 
Jon Favreau (along with 
Dana Fox), you would 
be right in expecting 
something a little spe¬ 
cial; after all, the previ¬ 
ous two occasions when 
the latter has sat down at 


his typewriter with 
Vaughn in mind, the end 
products have been the 
excellent Swingers and 
the underrated Made. 

However, Couples 
Retreat fails to come 
anywhere near those 
films, nor is it quite the 
bold treatise on relation¬ 
ships it aims for. Behind 
the laughter and jokes, 
the marital issues are 
predictable, the scenar¬ 
ios all too familiar and 
offer little in the way of 
freshness. 

What they do achieve, 
however, is cultivating 
some amusing set-pieces 
and gags that work well, 
together with a sideline 
in creating characters 
that have only small 
parts but make for pleas¬ 
ing comedic roles (step 
forward Peter 
Serafinowicz’s Sctanley 
(sic) and Carlos Ponce’s 
Salvadore). 

There are a few 
laugh-aloud moments in 
sequences involving a 
‘shark attack’, a Guitar 
Hero-cum-cowboy battle 
and a yoga session that 
seems to be skewed far 
more towards the 
females in the party, but 
the general tone is faint¬ 
ly amusing rather than 
highly hilarious. 

Maybe because of the 
familiar aspect to the 
film, the well-worn 
character paths and 
comedic beats, there is 
little unexpected come¬ 
dy on show, with the 
majority of the laughs 
coming from one-liners 
being spouted by the 
cast. 

However, the per¬ 
formances don’t quite 
manage to hit their 


stride, Vaughn seeming¬ 
ly mining from the same 
character he plays in 
nearly all of his recent 
films, the party-happy, 
relaxed guy with a ten¬ 
dency to embark on 
rants when the going 
gets tough. 

Favreau offers a 
decent turn but is ham¬ 
strung by a character 
lacking in any real 
depth, while Jason 
Bateman is saddled with 
an annoying character 
that, try as he may, he 
fails to turn into any¬ 
thing worthwhile. 

The female cast simi¬ 
larly tread water, 
Akerman failing to show 
any real aptitude for 
either comedy or acting, 
Kristen Bell suffering 
from a similar problem 
to Bateman, while 
Kristin Davies seems to 
be having fun, but fails 
to transfer it to her char¬ 
acter. 

The only turns that 
really work are from 
Faizon Love and Kali 
Hawk as a new couple 
with a 20-year-age gap, 
their opposing views to 
what constitutes fun 
raising the biggest 
laughs, and the pair give 
game performances that 
stand out brightly. 

Capping off the lack¬ 
lustre feel of the film is 
director Peter 
Billingsley, who does an 
excellent job of making 
the Bora-Bora location 
look absolutely gor¬ 
geous (must have been a 
tough job). 

He makes a decent 
fist of giving the film a 
good feel and pace; 
however, at just under 
two hours long, it cer-

tainly outstays its wel¬ 
come, feeling stretched 
beyond its natural 
length. 

Given the talent 
behind Couples Retreat , 
you would expect far 
more than it delivers; 
despite raising a few 
laughs, the overall feel¬ 
ing is one of disappoint¬ 
ment. 

While Vince Vaughn 
can be thankful this isn’t 
a disaster on the scale of 
Fred Claus , it’ll take 
more than this run-of- 
the-mill comedy to get 
him back on track. 

VERDICT - A lack¬ 
lustre comedy with a 
few funny moments, 
Couples Retreat is dis¬ 
appointing given the tal¬ 
ent involved. 

While the perform¬ 
ances of Faizon Love 
and Kali Hawk offer 
some life, the overall 
feel is of a film strug¬ 
gling to really get going 
- something a few 
laughs can’t overcome. 
Average.
